The gates were 
thrown open because the management had 
insisted front the first that, unlike all other 
great fairs, this one would open on the date 
appointed. The storm of two weeks ago pre- 
sented an excuse for deferring the formal 
celebration of the event until May 20. 

Today the evidences of incompleteness 
were offered by scaffoldings surrounding 
domes, minarets, and spires; by unpaved 
streets and walks, Venetian canals witheut 
water, gondoliers without gondolas, Cairo 
streets whose people were still held in quar- 
antine in the East, a court of fountains 


in need of gardeners, and huge empty build- 
ings, waiting the installation of ,their ex- 
hibits. 


Beautiful Color Scheme. 
Nevertheless, the beauty of the whole 
scene, the magnificent proportions of the 
scene, and the splendid accomplishment of it 
indicated as by what was to be seen, evoked 
nothing but wonder gnd admiration. 
At the Chicago fair the only contrast tothe 


grass and shrubberies. Here the endeavor 
has been quite the opposite. All the artistic 
forces the exposition could employ were 
brought to focus on a color scheme of the 
greatest richness consistent with harmony. 


 Gelor Rules Enforced. 

The concessionnaires were compelled to 
conform with the color director’s ideas, and 
even the government was forced to repaint 
its building after’ a controversy, in which a. 
dull gray yielded to a Spanish yellow. No 
artistic effect has been overlooked in the de- 
sign of bridges, towers, esplanade, canals, 
and approaches. 

Persons ‘who have seen all the great fairs 
are agreed that in lighting effecte the Pan- 
American surpasses all. The electrical ex- } 

rts were given free hand with power from 
Palls* to turn Inte light, and they }- 

have been prodigal to an intoxicating degree: 
The electric tower, 876 feet high, of superb 
architecture, facing thé court of fountains 
and the esplanade, surrounded with buildings 
topped with spires of gold and domes of blue, 
will be the memorable view of the exposition. 


Heavy Ventures of Exhibiters, 
So confident of success have the concession- 
naires been that they have built the most 


this continent. 

With their expenditures the cost of the 
fair mounts up to$7,500,000. Big crowds will 
be necessary to get this money back. The 
general liability policy which the exposition 
took out fixes the minimum of attendance at 
8,000,000 paid admissions, or $4,000,000. The 
management counts on 16,000,000 paid admis- 
sions, and many wagers have been made 
that it will exceed this sum. The cost to see 
all the Midway shows will be $9.50. 


Heavy Insurance Burden. 

The investment has so exceeded expecta- 
tions that the jpsurance gamblers of the 
world have been bet to a standstill. The ex- 
position company itself carries more than 
$3,000,000 of fire insurance in force today. 
Underwriters have gone abroad for lines on 
buildings and exhibits and concessions until 
the books of all the companies in Hurope 
were full. Scales range from 3% to 12 per 
cent, with a diminishing clause by which 
the insurance js reduced eight-tenths ,of 1 
per cent diem after June 30, so that none will 
be in force at the end of the exposition.

Officers of the show hurried 
about the floor apologizing for the disnomfort 
gecasioned by the photographer, who had 
promised the flash and emoke would not 
cause any alarm.

had spoiled the show for the evening. They 
promised there would be no repetition ‘of the 
affair. 

The panic possessed its humorous features 
as well as the exciting ones. A nuraber of 
women who have dogs at the show hurriedly 
opened the doors of the boxes and, grasping 
their pets, ran towards the door. Others 
reached the door in their fright before they 
thought of-their pets, and then turned back 
to save them, no matter at what cost.

It 
bought the garments, but finding that this 
particular lot of 435 could not be used by the 
‘boys of the Yankton Sioux, for the reason 
that they were already weil provided for in 
that kind of “ civilization,’ and that there 
were 435 boys of the Pine Ridge agency who 
needed them badly, the Secretary of the In- 
terior authorized transfer to the Pine 
Ridge agency.

THE SCHOOL TEACHERS AHEAD. 

Certein Chicago school teachers have 
been awarded Judge Thompson at 
Springfield the writ of mandamus against 
the State Board of Equalization asked for 
by them. That board failed last year to 
| assess the capital stock and bonded indebt- 
edness of the Chicago traction comipanies 
and some other local corporations at as high 
| & Ggure as the petitioners thought it ought 
to. Hence this appeal for the assistance of 
the courts. | 

Judge Thompson is of the opinion that the 
assessments complained of are altogether 
too low. He charges the board with a de- 
liberate failure to earry out the law. He 
condemns its practice of ignoring franchise 
values altogether in the assessment of the 
capital stock of corporations, and censures 
it for disregarding the evidence submitted 
to it by the school teachers. The board is 
fanctus officio so far as the assessment for 
1960 is concerned. The taxes levied on that 
assessment are now being collected. But 
the court says the unassessed bonds of these 
Chieago corporations may be assessed as 
“omitted property.”

and one Circuit Court Judge does not make 
the law. An appeal lies to the Supreme 
Court from Judge Thompson's decision. Of 
course an appeal will be taken and there will 
be abundant time for the Supreme Court to

|of the schools they nearly all showed de-

ity, as the ease might be. ' : 
| Most of the boys were fairly quick at 
figures, but scarcely one had a clearly 
‘formed handwriting. Few were even tol- 
érable spellers. Nearly all ‘had an ex- 
traordinary proficiency in wrong pronuncia- 
tion, bad grammar, and command of slang. 
Yet Mr. Stedman found that many of them 


fads, and had a few vague ideas about arts, 
ologies, and so-called studies that might 
serve as electives in a seminary or col- 
legiate course.” They had been wasting 
their time on these fancy studies and had 
ended their school days without knowing 
how to speak.or write the ordinary words of 
the English Ianguage correctly. This state 
of things would be less serious if it were 
not for the fact that the arts of spelling and 
writing correctly must be acquired in the 
“growing years,” or they never can be nias- 
tered thoroughly afterwards. 

Mr. Stedman’s criticism on the New York 
schools applies with equal force to those of 
Chicago. He says if he had the directing 
of the public school curriculum he would 
pay extreme respect to the three R's, and 
would add to them an “8,” the practice of 
correct. speaking. The boy who goes out 
into the world without these is handicapped 
all the rest of his life. The Pnglish lan- 
guage is the chief instrument with which he 


‘|,must win his livelihood. If he cannot spell 


correctly or talk grammatically these de- 
fects will keep him from rising as high as 
he could if he were master of the spoken 
and written language. More than this, a 
knowledge of English is the key by which 
he himself can gain access to the arts and 
ologies in later life. The smattering of 
fancy branches gained at the expense of 
more useful things in the graded schools is 
Vague and soon evaporates. In the end the 
victim knows neither the ornamental nor the 

. Mr. Stedman’s indictment of the 
fad studies in the public schools is un- 


answerable. 


THE TAFT COMMISSION'S WORK. 
It is evident. that peace is almost estab- 
lished in the Philippines. The surrender 
of General Tinio and of more than a dozen 
other insurgent leaders marke the- end of 
hostilities in northern Luzon. This was but 
the closing incident in the series of similar 
surrenders by which the insurgents availed 
themselves of the amnesty that was to ex- 
pire at the end of April. The example of 
Aguinaldo in taking the oath of allegiance 
probably had some influence upon those who 
have since followed the same course, but 
Aguinaldo’s own change of heart and the 
complete collapse of the whole hostile move- 
ment must alike be credited to a more gen- 
eral cause. That cause is found largely in 
the wise and statesmanlike way in which 
the Taft commission has done its work. 
The leading article in the May Forum, 
‘written by M n Wilcox, is a 
against the tendency of army men to claim 
the entire credit for suppressing the insur- 
rection. The writer shows that the change 
in Filipino sentiment may be dated fairly 
from last September, when the civil com- 
mission began its législative and executive 
duties and announced its policy of enacting 
no laws until after they had been published 
in the ‘daily press and after the Filipino 
public had been invited to come before the 
commission and suggest objections or 
amendments to the bills.
